[As usual, | started preparing this issue at the end of 
the previous quarter, i.e., in this case, September. 
After doing a lot of work in putting together what | 
had, some “new” information came to light. Ed.] 


In this issue, Greg Alexander (304) reports on an 
ABNCo bank note series developed in conjunction 
with the International Silver Co. (pp. 8-15). After I 
had printed out the material he sent as e-mail attach- 
ments and incorporated them into the issue, | dis- 
covered, for some unknown reason, that the notes 
printed out larger than actual size. The notes should 
be 7.25” x 3.125” instead of the sizes illustrated. The 
.25” border is not included. 


Greg later alerted me that, in further checking, the 
highest serial number he has for the series is “2328.” 
There is no indication of what the lowest, i.e., start- 
ing number for the series is/was, so there is no way 
of knowing how many sets exist.

In my own report of the 2008 BEP program (pp. 16- 
18) I did some guess work on the images on the 
cards. Then I received a clipping from Coin World, 15 
October, from Ed Matukonis (2044). The images on 
the first card are as I reported them, including the 
central vignette of the Maryland state shield.

although the newspaper lists it as “1-cent.” The 
lower vignette is “De Soto Discovering the 
Mississippi’ used on the back of the $10 First Charter 
national bank notes.” It was also used on the 
Souvenir Card for F.U.N. 1998 (B224). That card 
describes the engraving as based on an 1853 painting 
“Discovery of the Mississippi by De Soto A.D. 1541”, 
by William H. Powell. Ironically, the card states “The 
American Bank Note Company of New York City 
engraved and printed the notes.” I have to add that 
my own, “Visual Reference” series was a big help in 
locating this vignette! 


The ANA Phoenix card’s vignettes are of the Grand 
Canyon, coat of arms of Arizona, and Roosevelt 
Dam. The ANA Baltimore vignettes are a 1.375- 
ounce snuff stamp of 1917, a Class a 5-cigars stamp 
of 1917 and, below, a $19.20 60-pound tobacco 
stamp. 


My guesses weren’t too far off, but I hope the 
Baltimore vignettes aren’t a promotion for tobacco 
use!

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ANOTHER UNION 
[Illustrations in this article are reproduced slightly

Illustrated here are “Forerunner” Union cards issued 
by the InternationalSheet and Copper Plate Printers 
Union of North America, Affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. This is NOT the 
International Plate Printers, Die Stampers and 
Engravers Union of North America, but apparently 
was founded about the same time in 1893.

The first card (below) features clasped hands for the 
10th Annual Convention held in New York 18-21 
June 1902. The card is listed in our “bible” as F1902B 
and is attributed to the American Bank Note 
Company, and the size is given as 6 5/8” x 10 1/4”. 
In the EPJ, it is listed as “5 1/2 by 8 inches.” 





The next card (following page) was issued for their 
13th Convention, 21-24 June 1905, held in Boston. 
The card was printed by John A. Lowell & Co. who 
were the New England agents of the Continental 
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Bank Note Co. until 1879. In later years it was known 
as the John A. Lowell Bank Note Co. 


I believe this is our F1905A (b), however that “book- 
let” and cards are listed as “measuring 7 3/4 x 10”, 
but, the EPJ states that the card “measures 8 3/4 by 7 
inches.” 


The next card illustrated here (top, opposite page) 
was issued for their 17th Convention held in 
Philadelphia, 19-24 July 1909. It was produced by the 
Philadelphia office of the American Bank Note 
Company, with the Liberty Bell as the central 
vignette. It is listed as F1909A with a size given as 7 
3/4 x 10”. No size is given in the EPJ. 


The other card (bottom, opposite page) was issued 
for their 20th Convention, 15-20 July 1912, held in 
Washington, DC, and features a view of the Capitol. 


This is our F1912A and is listed as 8 1/4 x 10 1/4” 
and indicates that it was printed by the BEP. Again, 
no size is given in the EP]. 


Finally, their 25th Convention, held in Boston, 16-21 
July 1917, produced a souvenir card (next page) fea- 
turing Boston landmarks (I. to r., Bunker Hill monu- 
ment, Faneuil Hall, and the Old State House). The 
card was produced by the American Bank Note 
Company, Boston. It is F1917A and is listed as 7 7/8 
x 10 1/8”. 


[A “Google” search revealed that this Union was 
founded on 2 September 1893. I have not been able to 
ascertain if it still exists, or if it has been combined 
with the Plate Printers. Ed.]

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UNREPORTED ABNCo SERIES 


Greg Alexander (304) 





The American Bicentennial in 1976 pro- 
vided a great excuse to issue all manner 
of collectibles—stamps, coins, souvenir 
cards and other more esoteric items. 
One collaborative effort by American 
Bank Note Co. [ABNCo] and 
International Silver Co. [IS] recently sur- 
faced on eBay after many years in some- 
one’s closet and landed in my collection. 


The Historic American. Currency series 
was not something I’d ever heard of 
until a few months ago. It was marketed 
between 1975-77, but either it didn’t sell 
well (I suspect they were relatively 
expensive) or most sets were sold for 
their silver value when the price spiked 
in late 1979. Probably both. In any case, 
I can’t recall ever coming across these 
before, unless I haven’t been paying 
attention. It’s my opinion they should be 
considered in the same category as 
ABNC’s “Opening of the West” series, 
which they predate. They are certainly 
worthy of inclusion in the SCCS num- 
bering system. 


The series consists of six bank note sets, 
each housed in an individual presenta- 
tion case; one proof printed on card 
stock by ABNCo and the same bank 
note stamped into a sterling silver plate 
and “inked” so that the engraved image 
stands out. Both the silver and paper 
bank notes were imprinted with ABNCo 
and IS insignias, along with each collec- 
tion’s individual serial number. The 
bank notes appear to have been selected 
for their vignettes, which mostly pertain 
to the American Revolution. 


The complete set includes the following 
notes: 


1. $100 Liberty Bank, Providence, RI 
(circa 1858). Vignette depicts the sur- 
render of Cornwallis at Yorktown 

Imprint of American Bank Note Co. 


2. $50 Bank of Charleston, SC (circa 
1838). Vignette depicts the British 
naval bombardment of Fort Moultrie 

Imprint of Draper, Toppan, 
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Longacre & Co. 


3. $5 Omaha and Chicago Bank, 


Nebraska Territory (circa 1857). 
Vignette depicts the Battle of 
Lexington 


Imprint of Bald, Cousland & Co. 


4. $100 Commercial Bank, 
Wilmington, NC (circa 1850). 
Vignettes depict sailors and an 
American ship 

Imprint of Danforth, Bald & Co. 

5. $2 The Canton Bank, China, ME 
(originally issued 1855). Vignette 
depicts the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence 

Imprints of Rawdon, Wright, Hatch 
& Edson and New England Bank 
Note Co. 


6. $4 Bank of Washington, North 
Carolina (circa 1860). Vignettes depicts 
George and Martha Washington, and a 
symbolic American scene 

Imprint of American Bank Note Co. 


It seems logical that this series (at least 
the paper items) should be assigned cat- 
alog numbers of SOH 1-6. Total produc- 
tion of the series was “limited to 7500” 
but it’s doubtful anywhere near that 
number were sold. The highest serial 
number in my possession is #2081. 


The ABNC proofs measure 8.5 x 4.25”. 
On their reverse, each has “COPY / An 
authentic reproduction from the original 
plates (1976)”— except the Liberty Bank 
note, which says 1973. Perhaps these 
were the first batch printed before the 
entire series was envisioned. 


Each pair of bank notes came with an 
attractive 20-page booklet, which pro- 
vides historical details about the bank, 
the scenes depicted, and often about the 
engravings. The content is well written 
and researched, with illustrations (not 
intaglio) and a bibliography. These 
booklets have ABNC’s signature eagle 
on the cover, which is intaglio, each 
printed in a different color—red, brown, 
green, etc. 
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An individual registration certificate 
accompanied each presentation case, 
printed in intaglio (blue) and personal- 
ized with the buyer’s name as the regis- 
tered owner. In keeping with 
International Silver’s tradition with 
their silverware sets, the reverse (also 
intaglio) offered the owner a Title 
Transfer form should he chose to sell. 
The new owner could then mail in the 
form and re-register ownership. Though 
the booklets tend to stick with these sets, 
often the ownership certificates have 
disappeared. (I checked with Syratech, 
Inc., which acquired International Silver 
in 1986, but they don’t have the registry 
archives or a historian.) 


The metal “bank note” is .75 mm thick, 
measures 8 x 3.75” and contains 5.5 oz of 
.925 fine sterling silver. As I write, that 
represents a bullion value of about $66 
at today’s spot price of $13.20 an ounce. 
But multiply it by $50 an ounce when 
silver topped out in January 1980 and 
you can understand why few of these 
sets survived intact. Those who sold at 
the right time probably tripled what 
they originally paid. On the way to the 
smelter, the presentation case and its 
contents likely landed in the dumpster 
as collateral waste. 


Mysteries about this series remain, like 
true production numbers, and how 
ABNC impressed their engravings onto 
the silver plates. Normally a hardened 
steel transfer cylinder with a positive 
image would be used to press a negative 
image on a plate, which would then be 
used for printing. But this time they 
wanted a showpiece, so the final image 
had to be positive. Stamping a steel 
printing plate into a softer silver one 
would work in theory, but silver is still a 
lot harder than paper. 


Most owners apparently didn’t have the 
heart to remove the sealed plastic that 
the sterling bank note arrived in, even 
though according to the booklet, the sil- 
ver was specially lacquered to prevent 
tarnishing. Makes you wonder whether 
or not the lacquer would prevent it from 
being used as an actual printing plate.
